London, August 9.—Fourteen thousand prisoners and 
guns too numerous to count have been taken in the British 
drive on the fruit south of the Somme, says today's war 
office report. The cavalry is still pursuing the enemy, ami 
allied progress is continuing. The Frendt have taken 
Frednoy-en-Chausse, while the British have reached a 
point east of LeQuesnel and Caix.

Paris Reports Little Change. 
Paris, August 9.—The battle front situation south of 
the Somme is unchanged, according to official announce­ 
ment There was a good deal of activity during the night, 
says a statement, by German artillery in Champagne. 
(Several raids in the Prosnes region suffered repulse. 
Advance of Seven Miles. 
London, August 9.—The Franco-British advance 
south of the Somme has reached a maximum depth of sev­ 
en miles, according to news received here shortly after 
noon today. 
Germans Completely Surprised 
On French Front in France (Havas Agency), August 
9-—F rench troops on a six mile front northwest of Mont- 
didier have advanced to a depth four miles and captured 
nearly 3,000 prisoners and important material. The ad­ 
vance was carried out with extremely light losses. German 
soldiers were captured harvesting grain in the fields back 
of the lines so great and complete was the surprise.

sand prisoners had been captured by 
allies in Somme drive up to noon to­ 
day according to advices this after­ 
noon- Over 900 guns were also tak­ 
en. 
Attack Makes Fine Progress. 
London, Aug. 9.—The British have 
captured Moriancourtman on the 
northern side of the Somme front 
and the infantry line now runs from 
that point to a point southeast of 
Moreau. This represents sn infantry 
advance of seven miles in the center 
along the Chateau-Lafere railway. 
Along the entire front the average 
infantry advance is from live to six 
miles. 
Huns Blow Up Ammunition. 
With British Army In France, Aug. 
9.— (Reuters)—The 
Germans 
are 
blowing up ammunition dumps in the 
tittle area indicating they are about 
to retreat further. British casualties 
since the beginning of the Somme! 
drive are but three-fifths of the flam­ 
be rof prisoners counted up to 3 
o'clock this 
afternoon. 
Enormous 
quantities of stores and ammunition 
have been abandoned by the enemy.

London, Aug. 9.—The long range 
bombardment of the Paris region by 
Gorman cannon was resumed again 
this morning.

Orders 
were issued by Secretaries Baker and 
Daniels that no voluntary enlistments 
be accepted after today until further 
orders. 
The orders also exclude civilians 
from appointment to officers' train­ 
ing camps antu further notice. 
The orders were issued after a,con­ 
ference between Secretary Baker and 
Secretary Daniels and were made pub­ 
lic after President Wilson had visited 
the offices of both Secretaries late in 
the day 
It was explained that the view of 
the Government is that many of th* 
older men are indispensable in their 
present occupations, but the natural 
result of the debate on the draft age 
question is certain to lead to a rash 
to the recruiting office. It is regard­ 
ed aa essential that men greatly Seed­ 
ed at home should be prevented from 
rushing into the army under a mis­ 
taken idea that they are certain to be 
drafted anyhow and prefer to Join 
the service voluntarily.

GBN. MURGIA TRYING 
TO RESTORE MEXICO 
(By the Associated Press) 
Juarez, Rex., Aug. 
9 .^-General 
Francisco Murguia, commander 
of 
the north, has forsaken the ways of 
war for 
more 
peaceful 
pursuits. 
WhUe he has not relinquished his 
command of the northeastern mili­ 
tary zone, General Murguia is devot­ 
ing practically all of this time and 
attention to reconstructive work in 
northern Mexico! 
In addition to 
the 
agriculaural 
colonies he has established at Molin- 
ar and Casas Grandee, Chihuahua, 
he has plans for opening large tracts 
of land which were confiscated from 
land holders daring the revolution 
and colonising on these tracts with 
Mexicans from the crowded cities of 
the south and with Mexican laborers 
who have been forced to go to the 
United States to seek employment 
When the 
constitutional 
move­ 
ment led by Carranza succeeded, the 
work of 
the 
Makero 
revolution, 
which had been left unfinished, was 
resumed. Confiscation decrees were 
issued against General Luis Terrains 
and many other large land holders in 
the north. These lands have been un­ 
der the control of the government 
since they were seised by the con­ 
fiscation decree issued by Francisco 
Villa while he was commander of the 
north under Carranza. They are well 
adapted to cattle grazing, irrigation 
farming where water is available and 
in many places cutting high grade 
timber. It is these lands that General 
Murguia plans to colonize and his 
experimental 
colony 
at 
Molinar, 
north of Chihuahua City, is receiving 
practically all of his attention 
at 
present. He visits it frequently and 
assists the colonists.
